The deepest mystery surrounds the 
finding in Zion City Tuesday afternoon 
at 2 o'clock of the infant body of a dead 
child beside the railroad trades about a 
quarter of.a mile north of the North 
Western df pot Section hands who 
made the grewaome find had started to 
bury the body beside the railroad tracks 
when the authorities intervened. Dep- 
uty Coroner^ Conrarf was called to Zion 
City late Tuesday afternoon to make 

• an investigation into the facta. 

Captain A. A. Walker, head of the 
Zion City police department had start- 
ed to leave Zion for Waukegan' Tues- 
day afternoon when his assistant Mr. 
Handyside, reported to him that the 
body of an infant child had been found 
besides the track's and that section men 
had started to bury the corpse. 

Captain Walker hurried to the scene 
aa rapidly as possible and as the section 
hands noted his approach they made 
haste tp exhume the body which had 
been placed in a trench about 18 inches 
deep. 

They told him they had found the in- 
fant corpse wrapped up in newspapers 
lying beside the tracks and not know- 
ing what to do they had' decided that 
the best thing was to bury the body 
without delay. 

While there Is no . positive proof» 
Captain Walker is inclined to think that 
the tiny corpse was thrown from th,e 
window of some passenger train pass- 
ing through Zion "City. Whether., the 
child was murdered and tossed out of 
the window to dispose of it, or whether 
it was tossed out of the window alive 
and died of the shock and exposure are 
' two things which the deputy coroner 
will attempt to determine. 

At the present time the case i^ one 
of the mos^myatifying that has pre- 
sented Itself in a long time. Had Cap- 
tain Walker not arrived at the scene 
when he did the knowledge of the crime 
might never have come out and the 
body would have rested in an unknown 
grave. Every possible effort will be 
made to find the people guilty of the 
outrage. The body is said to be that 
of a child which was fully formed.

Capsizing of a Canoe is the Cause of 
Drownlns of Raymond Allen 

Raymond Allen, 16 years old, 
on Racine avenue, Chicago, was drown- 
ed in Fox Lake Tuesday morning at 
10:15 o'clock when a canoe in which he 
and a companion named Frank .Vod- 
raska were out rowing capsized in view 
of the Mineola hotel, which is conduct- 
ed by Charles Armes. ■ 

Despite' the fact that the water Is 
said to be barely four feet deep at the 
place where the boy disappeared from 
sight all efforts to locate his body have 
proved unavailing. Several men in 
boats have been kept busy all day in 
dragging the lake but their efforts had 
been unavailing,. . 

Allen, who ia. a special delivery boy 
in Chicago, with his companion ' had 
gone to Fox Lake and were camping 
on the shores for an outing. Tuesday 
morning about^nlne o'clock they went 
out in a canoe. Just what happened 
after that is not very clear but in some 
way the frail craft capsized and the 
two hoys wer6 thrown into the water. 
Allen disappeared fromi sight immed- 
iately and ia believed to-sunk intoa 
deep hole. 

People who were nearby threw a 
rope to the other boyand after some 
little time he was drawn to' safety. 
Immediately efltorts were made to find 
Allen's body but without success. 

In case that the body cannot be locat- 
ed in the ordinary way it is said that 
dynamite will be used in an effort to 
raise the body, although (it .is believed 
that it will rise to the surface in a few 
days because of the warm weather, ■

Delegates from several different 
states representing-men who lecture at 
various farmers' institutes, toured Lake 
county's dairying district Tuesday as 
guests of the Universal Portland 
Cement Company who planned the 
"conference of' farmers' institute and 
short course workers on permanent and 
sanitary farm Improvements" held in 
Chicago during the week. 

Twenty-five carswereused to carry the 
hundred guests who camp to Lake For- 
est in the morning. The machines 
carried the delagates to the Arthur 
Meeker farm where they were shown 
how fine the herd of cattle is cared for, 
how milk is prepared for the Chicago 
market under seemingly perfect 
sanitary conditions, etc. After each 
man took a good drink of buttermilk 
the party entered the autos and 
journeyed to the Smauel Insull farm 
where Superintendent Efinger showed 
them the blooded stock which has made 
Hawthorn farm famous. 

From there the crowd headed for 
Barrington where, In the basement of 
the Methodist church they were served 
a fine Chicken dinner by the ladies of 
the church, following they again enter- 
ed autos and went to the farm conduct- 
ed by Spencer Otis, Jr., then to the G 
E. VanHagen place, to H. Stillson 
Harts' and then to two of the places 
owned by Spencer Otis Sr. 

At each of the places visited, the de- 
legates asked questions and made not- 
ations of measurements, of results at- 
tained by following certain methods in 
dairying work, of the cost of construct- 
ion, and, in fact, put so many questions 
to gentlemen farmes whose guests they 
were, that the fermers had to keep 
their Wits about not to get cornered. 

The. big feature which natually inter- 
ested the farmer lecturers was the pre- 
dominance of concrete construction in 
barns, houses, etc. It is a very appar- 
ent fact that concrete has made possi- 
ble the bringing up to the highest poss- 
ble standard the matter of sanitary 
handling of milk and cattle. At the 
farms in question all of whom furnish 
certified milk to Chicago patrons, the 
cows are kept in concrete barns enclos- 
ed with screens so they are not pester 
ed by files and their eflliciency as milk- 
producers is thus aided in every parti- 
cular. Men wash the cows carfully. 
Unless these and other things are done, 
the state inspectors will not permit 
them to handle milk as "certified 
miik". 



DIES IN PHILLIPINE ISLAND 



Prank White, rormcrly of Loon Lake, 
Held Educational Position 

Llovd J. White of the undertakioR 
firms of White & Tobin, Waukegan, re- 
ceived a telegram Informing him of the 
death of his cousin, Frank White, aged 
about 37 years, in the Phlllipines. Ac- 
cording to the telegram which was re- 
ceived from the father of the deceased 
who lives in Lyons, Neb., death waa 
very sudden. Mr. White, who waa 
born in Lake county, held a very re- 
sponsible position with the government, 
being superintendent of the education- 
al work in the Phlllipines. 

The Waukegan relative of the de- 
ceased said that while the telegram did 
not give the cause of death, that he is 
of the opinion that an illness which 
Frank White suffered about three 
months ago, had something to do'With 
it. 

At that time Mr. White contracted a 
disease which seemed to baffle the best 
physicians in the Pnillipines and it was 
decided to send him home to receive 
treatment. The father received a 
cablegram to meet a certain boat at 
San Francisco, in order that he might 
accompany his son home. This waa 
followed almost immediately by anoth- 
er message which told him his eon 
would not arrive on this boat and to 
await further advice.. Later it seems 
was decided not to send him home for 
treatment. Mr. White does not know 
the exact nature of the disease with 
which his cousin was stricken, 

Frank White was born at Loon Lake . 
and received his early education there. 
Through dogged perserverance ho 
worked his way through the University 
of Chicago. In the^ year 1899 in which 
he graduated, he received a government 
position as instructor in the Phlllipines. 
His efficiency caused him to rise with 
steady strides until three years ago 
when he was placed at the head of the 
entire educational system in the island 
possessions of the United States. Ho 
had an exceedingly brilliant future. 

A little over a year ago on one of hia 
trips back to the United States to sel- 
ect instructors, he met a young woman 
whom he made his wife. She returned 
•to the Phillipines with him. ^

CHANGE IN PARCEL RATES 



The Weight Limit Increased from Eleven 
to Twenty Pounds 

On and after August 15, lgl3, the 
limit of weignt of parcels ot' fourth 
class mail for delivery within the first 
and second zones will be increased 
from 11 pounds to 2U pounds^ Tne rate 
of postage on parcels exceeding four 
ounces in weight will be five cents for 
the first pound and one cent for each 
additional two pounds or fraction there- 
of when intended lor local deHvery, 
and five c^nts lor the first pound and 
one cent for each aadiciunal pound or 
fraction thereof when intended for 
delivery at other offices within the first 
and second zones.

Now York, Aug. IS.— llftrry K. 
Tliuw, Blayor of Stanford WUlto. es- 
caped from Matteawttn on Sunday. 
He mado his daring daaU for liberty 
In a taxlcab. 

From Mra. Evelyn Ncahlt Thaw tho 
authorities learned that Thaw made 
his escape on a yacht from Rotou 
Point, near South Norwalk, Conn, 
aho did not reveal the aourco of in- 
' formation. 

Within an hour after his dash for 
liberty he had crossed tho lino divid- 
ing tho states of New Yor^ and Con- 
necticut and ho Is boyond tho reach 
of tho New Y'ork nuthorltlos. It is 
believed that extrndlctlon Is Impoast- 
bio and that Thaw'a freedom la aa- 
sure^l unless ho Is held for Insanity 
In another stato and committed to 
some asylum, there. 

Thaw's escape was ono of the moat 
dramatic affalra of tho Kind over re- 
corded. After knocking down a 
gatoman, who was admitting a milk- 
man to tho Matteawan asylum 
grounds, ha leaped Into a taxlcab 
Btanding just outside the wall. This 
was headed for the Connecticut state 
lino and the moment Thaw entered 
the chauffeur put on full speed and 
dashed away. Before a half mile 
had boon covered by. the taxlcab it 
overtook a alx-cyllnder touring car 
that had been moving slowly, also 
toward tho Connecticut line. The 
taxi-cab slackened speed and Thaw 
leaped out aa tho sraailer machine 
drew alongside the touring car. Tho 
door of the latter was open and Thaw 
leaped aboard. Aa tho door slammed, 
thu touring car speeded away at a 
rate at least eighty miles an hour. 
Tho machine dashed through Storm- 
ville. N. Y., fourteen milea from the 
asylum, without any diminution of 
speed and, according to late reports, 
received by tho ' aaylum authorities, 
crossed the Connecticut > lino in the 
vicinity of New Canaan. Conn. 

Dr. Raymond Charles Francis Kleb, 
superintendent of Matteawan, be- 
lieves that Thaw'a escape waa the 
result of a carefully planned and well 
executed conaplracy. Ho received In- 
formation a few hours after Thaw's 
escape that led him to bellevo. he 
snid, that the fugitive had been car- 
ried to a Connecticut seaport town, 
where a yacht had been waiting off 
shore to take htm aboard. 

The superintendent ordered the ar- 
rest of Howard Barnum, tho asylum 
guard who was on duty at the time 
the wealthy young slayer broke away 
from the Institution, to which ho was 
committed on February 1, 1908. Doc- 
tor Kieb waa appointed superlntend- 
ent'on June 6 of this year, succeeding 
Dr. John W. nussell. Doctor Russell 
was dismissed as the result of an al- 
leged ?20.000 bribery plot for the re- 
lease of Thaw. John N. Anhut. a 
young lawyer, la now serving a prison 
sentence for hla participation In the 
bribery conaplracy. 

Ever since Thaw waa aent to Mat- 
teawan, more than five years ago, 
his mqther. Mrs. Mary. Copley Thaw 
of Pittsburgh, has apent hundreds of 
thousands of doTlara In attempts to 
have him freed legally from restrain. 
Aa soon aa Evelyn Nesbit Thaw 
heard of her huaband's escape ahe 
asked for protection. She' declared 
she believed her. Ufo in danger and. 
accordingly, she waa given police pro- 
tection. She is also being guarded by 
a private detective hired by Arthur 
Hammerateln. 

Tho theatrical escape of Harry K. 
Thaw from tho State Hospital for the 
Criminal Insane at Matteawan adda 
another act to tho sensational trag- 
edy th^ had Its beginning In New 
York city on the night of June 25, 
lOOG. On that occasion, In company 
with his young wife, Evelyn Neablt 
Thaw, and two friends, Thaw went 
to the Madlaon Square roof garden 
to witness tho opening performance 
of a musical comedy. Near tho cloao 
of the performance Thaw left his seat 
and began to pace back and forth 
In tho alslo behind the scats occupied 
by Stanford White, an architect of 
international fame, and hla son. 

In this Betting Thaw drew a re- 
volvor and fired three bullets into 
Stanford White's body. The archl- 
toct died almost Inatantly. Thaw was 
then arrested by a policeman. Thaw 
at the time of tKe tragedy was twen- 
ty-BQven years old and was known as 
••the young apendthrlft millionaire."

WILL NOT CALL OUT TROOPS 



Mexico City, Aug. 18.— Prealdent 
"Wllson'a message to Prealdent Huerta 
is now In the possoaslon of tho gov- 
ernment, which may bo expected to re- 
ject It or to return some answer short- 
ly. Foreign Minister Gamboa In tho 
two conferencea with John Lind, Preal- 
dent Wilson's special representative 
in Mexico, came to the conclusion with 
tho consent of President Huerta, that 
the simplest way to an end waa to ac- 
cept the document for President Huer- 
ta and hla cabinet and study It 

It would appear now that as tho 
message has been In the possession 
of tho government since Thursday 
night, and no action concerning It has 
yet been announced, there la a good 
cbanco for Its acceptance. 

President Huerta gave Friday night 
what was considered to bo an In- 
timation that he "would bo a can- 
didate for election to tho presidency 
in tho autumn. When asked as to 
hla intentions, he aald it waa unde- 
sirable for him to make at this time 
a statement aa to tho possibility of 
his candidacy, but that he might an- 
nounce hla Intention in a fortnlghL 

Washington. Aug. 18.— The Huerta 
government, througU conferences be- 
tween John Llnd, President Wilson's 
personal representative, and ForelRn 
Minister Gamboa, now knows tho 
viewpoint of tho United States and Its 
desire for only a peaceful and friendly 
solution of Mexico's troubles. The 
formal communication will be trans- 
mitted to repreaentatlvea of foreign 
powers here Monday. 

It la expected In diplomatic circles 
that President Huerta will formally 
announce a call for an early election, 
even setting tho date. It Is regarded 
as possible that tho constltutionallsta 
would participate in an election con- 
ducted by a nonpartisan commission 
of Mexicans, a plan now under discus- 
sion hero as an alternative that might 
bo used. 1

Sulzer'a plan to Invoke the arbitrament 
of the courta on the queatlon whether 
ho or Martin H. Glynn la now tho law- 
ful governor of New York was check- 
mated on Friday by the Uouteant gov- 
ernor. 

Replying to a formal proposal by tho 
impeached executive to submit the is- 
sue to adjudication on an agreed state- 
ment of facts, Mr. Glynn declared it 
was beyond his power to "barter away 
any of the functions attaching to tho 
office in which I am placed by your Im- 
peachment," "^ 

"Any attempt on my part to do so," 
ho aald, "or to stipulate a method by 
which It might be done, would proper- 
ly placo me In the position 5*ou now oc- 
cupy—that of being Impeached for 
malfeasance In.ofllce." 

Mr. Glynn declared further that ho 
proposed to perform every function of 
the office of governor ''except In so far 
as I am restrained by your Illegal ac- 
tion or by physical force." 

Tho announcement of the lieutenant 
govcrnor'a policy camo late at night 
and followed negotiations between the 
respective counsel of the two men in 
the afternoon, wWch It was then sup- 
posed had resulted In a virtual agree- 
ment to take tho case to tho court of 
appeals. 

The letter was delivered to Mr. Sul- 
zer at tho executive mansion. 

Subsequently a horde of irate Mur- 
phy followers suggested, through thoir 
spokesman, that Mr. Glynn turn out\a 
regiment of tho National Guard, whtoh 
is ready to obey his commands, and 
forcibly wrest the scepter of govern- 
ment from Mr. SuUer. 
Again Mr. Glynn shook his head, 
it Is tho purpose of Mr. Sulzer's 
counsel, who contend-that indictments 
for high treason against Tammany Boas 
Murphy and his lieutenants will be 
asked for, to maintain before tho court 
of impeachment that Tammany Hall 
coor^on brought about tho impeach- 
ment of Mr. Sulzer. 

The serious condition of Mrs. Sulzer 
noceaaltated tho recall of Dr. Robert 
Abrahams from New York. No offlclal 
bulletin was forthcoming from tho ex- 
ecutive mansion concerning Mrs. Sul- 
zer, but an afternoon bulletin, dictated 
by Dr. Abrahama after he had learned 
of the patient's, condition over tho tol- 
phone, stated that she was "atlll In a 
precarloUB condition," with a tempera- 
ture of 102 and pulae 113. 

Waahlngton, Aug. 18. — Tho federal 
government sboa may bo confronted 
with the problem of determining 
whom It will recognize aa governor of 
Now York. 

Under tho Dick law, by which the 
National Guard enjoya government 
aid, requlaltlons for arma, ammunition, 
supplies and transportation mu^t bo 
approved by the governor.

Committee. 

Washington, Aug. 18. — A atory ol 
bribery, petty and large, of confer- 
ences with lobbyists and of campaign 
funds raised by manufacturers, involv- 
ing Ropresontatlve James T. McDor* 
mott of Chicago, waa told by I. H. 
McMIchael, former chief pago of the 
house, before the house lobby Invcatl* 
gating commlttoe Friday. 

McMIchael aald that Chicago mem- 
bers of tho National Association of 
Manufacturers raised $1,250 aa a cam- 
paign fund for McDermott, told of 
numerous tranaactlona between Mar- 
tin M. Mulhall and the stockyards con- 
gressman. Ho swore that McDermott 
-told him that he recolved $7,500 for 
hia efforta to have the loan shark bill 
in the District of Columbia amended 
so that It wo\ild not Injure pawn- 
brokers, and told of numerous confer- 
ences between tho congressman and 
tho lobbyist 

At one of thcao conferencos, at 
which ho was present, McMtcllaol aald 
that McDermott told Mulhall he would 
need $0,000 for hla campaign ox- 
penaea, and that Mulhall said ho 
would try to get It for him. Shortly 
after that, he said, Mulhall brought 
to McDormott's office a list of tho 
Chicago members of tho National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers and Mc- 
Derraqtt marked who were In hla dis- 
trict. McMIchael, In the capacity of 
McDermott'a ocnfldentlal secretary, 
then returned the list to Mulhall and 
later gave Mulhall $75- to go to Chi- 
cago at tho request of McDermott, 
who said ho "was broko.^' • 

This waa during the 1912 campaign. 
After he had been elected McDermott 
told McMIchael that Mulhall had not 
raised a cent for him and had left 
him a $300 hotel bill to pay. 



PRESIDENT GIVES HIS VlEWS 

Wilson GIvea His Ideas on Rural Cred- 
its In Statement From Whlto 
Houae. 



Washington, Aug. l-J.- Tho follow- 
ing siniemcnt waa lasucd at tho 
WhltftfHouso embodying tho views of 
Prealdent Wilson on rural credits: 

"Again and again during the dls- 
cussloiu of tho currency hill It. has 
been urged that special provision 
should be mado in It for tho facilitat- 
ing of such credits of tho farmers of 
the country who stand In need of 
agricultural credits as distinguished 
from ordinary commercial and indus- 
trial credita. Such proposals wore 
not adopted because auch credits 
could only bo Imperfectly provided 
for In such a measure, 'the scope and 
character of the bill, its' Immediate 
and chief purpose could not be made 
to reach as far na tho special inter- 
eata of tho farmer require.

Ho liaa sent no offlclal conflrmatlon 
of tho action and ultimatum of ^ue^ 
ta. but from confldontlnl sources In 
Mexico City tho admlnlatratlon 
learned at ono o'clock In the morn- 
ing of tho Huerta demand for recog- 
nition and his severance of diplo- 
matic relations with tho United States. 

Mexico City, Aug. 20.— Tho United 
States government was given until 
midnight i^Ionday by President Huop 
ta to recognize Mexico, It is officially 
stated. 

Tho government la - not specific in 
tho public announcement na to what 
course then will ho puraued, but It la 
understood that it moans the sever- 
ing of tlio relations between tho two 
countries. 

Washington, Aug. 2p.— Tho Mexi- 
can situation took a critical turn on 
Monday /and tho "Wllaon admlnlatra- 
tlon la facing tho moat serloua com- 
plication that has yet arisen In this 

uffnlr. 

President' Huerta of Mexico has re- 
buffed the administration's suggeatlon, 
transmitted through .' "Emhaasy Ad- 
viser" John Llnd. Ho has served no- 
tice on this government that ho will 
not listen to any suggestions of medi- 
ation, either from tho United States 
or any other foreign government and 
that ho will not permit Interference 
In any way In the Ihtcmal affalra of 
tho disrupted republic of Mexico. 

How much of a diplomatic disaster 
the Huerta reply Indicates for tho 
United Statea depends upon tho 
terms in which it la couched. No 
one horo will vouchsafe enough of Its 
languago to dlscloao whether or not 
there la left on opportunity through 
whlqh Mr. Llnd may renew negotlar 
tlons. Prealdent W'ilson. It Is known, 
will go to almost any length to avoid 
actual intervention. 

Tho next stop is up to us, but no 
ono horo will say whether wo will 
back down gracefully or whether wo 
■wMI assume a firmer attitude toward' 
President Huerta. 

Tho blow camo as a particularly 
heavy one, because until Monday Mr. 
Llnd had led the administration to 
believe that events at Mexico City 
wore promising of a speedy and peace- 
ful solution of the problem. Not un- 
til morning did the dlspatche's indi- 
cate that President Huerta's courtesy 
to Mr, Llnd was but a bit of Caa- 
tlllan etiquette and that tho gloved 
hand held a club. 

President Wilson and Secretary of 
State Bryan apent an hour and a half 
In secret conference over tho situa- 
tion at tho Whlto House and John 
Bassett Moore, counselor of tho state 
department and the only authority 
on International law in the adminis- 
tration, waa called In. This fact 
nldno indicated serious trouble, for 
so far Mr. Moore has been carefully 
kept out of'tho Inner councUa except 
when peril was imminent. 

None of thoae concerned would say 
a word about tho situation. Secre- 
tary Bryan Insisted, that the presl- 
dent was the only one to speak, and 
tho latter declined to talk.

SUMMARY OF THE CHARGES 



Diversion of Campalon Contributions 
for Stock Speculation Is Alleged- 
Story of the Executive's Fight 
With Tammany. 

Albany, N. Y.— William Sulzer, gov- 
eruor of New York, haa been Impeacli' 
etl by the lower house of the Btnle leg- 
iBlaturo, and will bo iHod by the sen- 
nlo and the circuit court of appeals, 
flitting together as a court of Im- 
pcachmont. The article of Impeacli- 
ment, which wore adopted by a vote 
of 79 to 40. charge the governor with 
perjury and larceny of campRlgn funds 
and with other uUghtly less serious of- 
fonaes. 

An important part of tho charge Is 
that Mr. Sulzer diverted campaign 
conlrlbutlons to his private use and 
Invested them In stocks. Just before 
the impcnchmcnt Mrs. Sulzer made a 
Btatomcnt to tho effect that she had 
taken part of tho campaign mo>iey and 
bought stocks with It In Wall street. 
She will probably tako tho witness 
stand nt tho trial to tell this story. 
Charges Against Sulzer 
Stripped of their legal vorblagc, the 
articles of impeachment against Gov- 
ernor Sulzer are 'as follows: 

1 — That Governor Sulzer, In flllng 
hla statement of campaign oxpensoB. 
set forth that his entire receipts were 
$G,460 and his expenditures $7,724; 
that this statement "was false and 
was Intended by hlra to bo false;" that 
his list of receipts failed to Include- 
11 spcclflc contributions, ranging in 
amount from $100 to |3,G00. 

2 — That Governor Sulzer attjichert to 
his statement of 'campaign expenses 
on oflldavit declaring that tho Btat(> 
ment was "a full and detailed stated 
ment of all moneys received or con- 
tributed or expended by him directly 
or indirectly." That-thls affidavit "was

false and was corruptly made by him." 
and that he was "guilty of willful and 
corrupt perjury." 

3— Thot Governor Sulzer ."was guilty 
of mat and corrupt conduct In his of- 
fice as governor and waa guilty of 
bribing wUnoBses." The Bpeclflc charge 
Is that while the Fra^^ley committee 
was Investigating the governor's cam- 
paign accounts he "fraudulently In- 
duced" three witnesses (his campaign 
manager, a personal friend, and a 
Block broker) "to withhold their leatl- 
mony from said committee." 

4— That tho governor was guilty' of 
"suppressing evidence" In violation of 
the stato penal law. The specific charge 
IB that ho "practiced deceit and fraud 
and used threats and menaces with 
Intent to prevent the Frawley commit- 
tee from procuring the attendance and 
testimony of certain wltnesseB." 

D— That tho governor was guUty of 
"preventing and dissuading a witness 
from attending under a subpoena" the 
BesBlonB of the Frawley comraltteo. 
Tho witness referred to is Frederick L, 
CtjlweU. alleged to have noted (la Sui- 
ter's agent In certain stock transac- 
tions. -^ 

•0— That prior to hia election the 
governor appropriated campaign con- 
tributions to his own UBo, "and used 
tho same, or a large, part thereof, in 
speculating In stocks . . ^ and 
thereby stole such checks and was 
guilty of larceny." 

7 That Governor Stilzor;' protniaed 

and threatened 'to use th)^ authority 
and Influence of his offlce.for tho pur* 
pose of affecting the vote or political 
action of certain public offlcera, Inolud- 
Ing two asBeoiblymen. .: 'J 

8— That he "corruptly used his 
authority as governor to affect the 
prices of Bocurltloa on the New York 
stock exchange, in some of whlchho 
was Bpoculatlng."

Sulzer may have told the truth when 
ho ^Bald hU life waa in dangfer. He 
declared, after Ills break with 'i'am- 
many Hall, that ho had employed 
guards to protect him against posslbk' 
ODsaBBlnntlon. Attack after attack, 
mostly traceable to political encmloa, 
was made on Sulzer. He was accused 
of perjury, tho alleged pftonso having 
been committed, according to his ac- 
cuBor, In 1890\j That accusation didn't 
seen} to have T^iuch effect In the way 
of rulnfng Sulzer, so suit was filed In 
Philadelphia by a - young " woman 
of tho name of MIgnon (Polly) 
Hopkins, charging Sulzer , with 
breach of proralBo. This action, 
Sulzer said also, waa a move on the 
part of his political enomlea. Miss 
Hopkins asked $30,000 damagoa for her 
wounded heart. Sulzer admitted hav- 
ing known Mlsa Hopkins some yearn 
ago, but denied that ho had ever pro- 
posed marriage to her, • 

Row Over Direct V'rlmarles. 
"When Sulzer promised rea^ direct 
prlmarioB to" the people of Now York, 
he evidently meant what he said. 
When ho went Into office ho made it 
his busincBB to start legislation for di- 
rect primaries on ItB way. V He dis- 
covered, however, that he and his po- 
litical asaoclalcs had very different 
Ideas of the kind of dlr/ct primarlea 
New York wanted. A bill was Intro- 
duced at the Instigation of Sulzer, but 
before it waa voted upon another dl- 
tect primary bill, which Sulzer char- 
acterized a "fraud upon the people," 
was Introduced In both branches of the 
legislature and passed. Governor Sul- 
zer vetoed it, and then called upon 
the legislators to pass hla bill. The 
asaembly and then the Bchate killed 
the Sulzer bill, amid Bcenes' such as 
tho senate and assembly chambers had 
never before seen. There were Bhoute 
of rage and shaklnga of fists In the di- 
rection of the capltol. There were 
checra and shouts when It was an- 
noui>ced that the bills had been killed. 
Sulzer then started a campaign to 
obtain dlrect/primarieB. He ei^lsted 
many well known men (n his cauae, 
and called the legislature In extraor? 
dlnary session. It had then become a 
case of open warfare. 
, Hla Campaign Fund investigated. 
The governor Instigated Investiga- 
tions of several state departments, and 
then Tammany retaliated In kind with 
eji Investigation of Sulzer's campaign 
fund by a legislative ccmralttee. Sen- 
ator Frawley, a Tammany chieftain, 
was the chairman of tho committee 
and it commenced its sittings in Al- 
bany.- It was IntlnJated that Sulzer 
bad received checks for his campaign 
fund which he had not lUtod In ^Is 
Bwom Btatement,-a misdemeanor un- 
der the laws of New York state. Two 
checks Tyere Introduced Into the evi- 
dence. One was for $2,500 from Kuhn, 
Ijoeb & Co., the bankers, and endoraed 
'.'Mr. Scblff'a contribution to the Sui- 
ter campaign." The other check was 
for $500 and waa algned by Abram I. 
Elkus, a prominent New York city law- 
yer. It was alleged by the Frawley 
commlttefc that neither of these checks 
appeared In Sulzer's campaign Hat. 

At a later aesslon of the Frawley 
committee, held In Now York, It de- 
veloped that Sulzer had owed tho stock 
brokerage firm of Harris & Fuller $48,- 
59D.38 on January 1, 1912, when Sul- 
zer was in congress. According to 
testimony and evidence offered, Sulzer 
had been a' steady loser in the atock 
market. Tho brokers to whom'he owed 
money dunned him for payment, ac- 
cording to the testimony, and Sulzer 
was finally rescued by .hla buslneas 
partner, ox-Governor A. E. Sprlggs, of 
Montana, who paid $5,000, and Loula 
>;. Josephthal" of New York, who, on 
July 19 laat, paid $26,749.2fc. 

It olao developed before, the com- 
mittee that Sulzer had traded, with 
Boyer, Qrlswold & Co. Charlca H. 
Reynolds, formerly^ cashier for the 
firm, testified thatW October 16 laat. 
Frederick U Colwoll. whom, he.under- 
Btood to be- an agent for Sulzer, had 
bought 200 shares of lilg Four for $12,- 
026. The stock waa paid for the aamo 
day with eight bhocka and ^7.126 In 
cash. One chock given Inpayment foj 
the stock was a campaign contribution. 
The Frawley committee alleged that 
tho seven other checks wero also cam- 
paign contributions, and asserted that 
this would be proved.

London.— The king of Spain Is the 
most elaborately attired monarch In 
Europe. 

It is doubtful If the >;outhful mon- 
arch has ever been seen more than 
half a dozen times In the aame suit, 
and it la cwrtaln that there are many 
suits In which he has been seen but 
once or twice. 

When te takes a fancy to a particu- 
lar twMJod or cloth he will often order 
a dozen aults from It straightway and 
wear each but two or three times. If 
hn tires of the material before he has 
worn tho whole dozen he will have 
the lot put out of tho royal wardrobe. 
It would bo difficult to say how many 
suits of clothes the king of Spain or- 
ders In the year. 

Tho number greatly varies. Some- 
tlmea King Alfonso will order as 
many as a couple of dozen suits at a 
tijne. while at other tlmea he wlU give- 
his tailor, or rather one of tbemV for 
he patronizes aeveral, an order for b^t 
one or two aulte. 

The king of Spain keepa 'from 100 
to ISO suits In the royiol wardrobes 
and buys on an average of 100 .suits 

a year. 

Hla majesty's bill to his tailor alone 
averages $5,000 a year, of which sum 



cess Ena he had In hla 'wardrobe eomo 
waistcoats of. rather more remarkable 
pattern than waa possible even for a 
monarch to wear. In England at all 
events, without being thought to vio- 
late good taste. 

Clearly a liint had to be given to tho 
young monarch on tho matter, and his 
royal host, the late King Edward, with 
characterlstlotact, thought of the best 
way of doing this without ortendlng 
the royal gueat The Princess Ena was 
Instructed to eay something on tho 
subject to King Alfonso, and there- 
after his majesty was never seen In a 
fancy waistcoat except of the most 
correct pattern according to English 
notlona. 

The king of Spain, like all very weU 
dresBed men. Is extremely particular 
about having ties that harmonize cor- 
rectly with his clothes. He purchasea 
about 100 ties in jthe year, which cost 
him from $5, to $10 each, and buys 
most of them In Parle. 

On Bhlrts tho SpanlBh monarch 
spenda about the same as he does on 
ties. 

His polo shirta cost blm $15 apiece 
and are made of the flnest allk, and 
he puts a dozen of them out of the 
royal wardrobe every eeaaon. 

King Alfonso changes his collar and 
shirt three times a day, and rarely 
weara a shirt that has been laundered 
more than three or four times.

An hour after the electrical ma- 
chine, was BOt In operation the awed 
apectators started back in astonish- 
ment. There were signs of returning 
life. First .came a scarcely perceptible 
movement of the heart. Then slowly, 
that organ resumed Ub functions and 
respiration waa restored. 

For two hours the heart beat regu- 
larly and respiration continued. The 
young wife hung over her huabOhd 
praying that he might be restored to 
her and waiting for the return of con- 
sciousness.

Among Younger Males Also Shown 

by StatlatlcB. 

New Y'ork.— That married men are 
belter than single onea la the moat 
remarkable feature of a report of an 
Investigation made by tho district at- 
torney'a office which has just been 
made public. Out of the 2.S57 men 
convicted last year only 7S-t were 
married, aa compared to 2,0G8 who 
were unmarried. Tho one startling 
exception Is in the case of suicide, 
the report showing that among men 
who attempt to take their own lives 
the married outnumber the single 
three to one. 

A comparison for the last nine years 
gives 7,670 convictions of married m^n 
for all sorts of crlraea and 18,406 con- 
victions of unmarried men. The re- 
port IndicatcB that there Is a gradual 
Increase In crime among young men, 
the malb criminals under tho ago 
of thirty years having Increased / In 
number from 1.700 in 1004 to 2.200 In 
1912. During the last year many of- 
fenders were between the years of fif- 
teen and twenty. 

Assault charges now show 40 un- 
der twenty years and, 64 from twenty 
to thirty years; Uilrd-dogroo bur- 
glary, 213 for the younger period and 
205 for the older; grand larceny, In 
the second degree, 184 criminala un- 
der twenty yeara, and 258 from twen- 
ty to thirty; petit larceny. 157 under 
twenty and 144 from iwenly to thirty 
yeara; unlawful entry. 34 under twen- 
ty yeara and 22 from twenty to' thh> 
ty yeara. The total shows 940 under 
twenty convicted last year, and 1,278 
from twenty* to thirty. Only 404 
offenders from thirty to forty years 
were convicted.

Vessel Near South Norwalk, Conn. 
—Prison Plot Is Suspected— Mur- 
derer Cannot Bo Extradlcted. 

New York. Aug. 18.— Harry K. 
Thaw, slayor of Stanford White, es- 
caped from Matteawan on Sunday. 
He rando Ills daring daah for liberty 
tn a taxlcab. 

From Mrs. Evelyn Nesblt Thaw the 
nuthorltles learned that Thaw made 
his OBcapo on a yacht from Rotou 
Point, near South Norwalk, Conn. 
Sho did not reveal the sourco ot In- 
' formation. 

Within an hour after hla dash for 
liberty ho had crossed the lino divid- 
ing the states of New Yorl^ and Con- 
necticut and ho U beyond the reach 
of the New York nuthorltles. It la 
believed that extradlctlon Is Impossi- 
ble and that Thaw's freedom la as- 
surc^J unless ho la held for -Insanity 
In another state and committed to 
some asylum, there. 

Thaw*B escape was one of the moat 
dramatic affairs of the kind over re- 
corded. After knocking down a 
gatoman, who was admitting a milk- 
man to the Matteawan asylum 
grounds, he leaped into a taxlcab 
standing Just outside the wall. This 
was headed for the Connecticut state 
line ond tho moment Thaw entered 
the ^chauffeur put on full speed and 
dashed away. Before a half mile 
had been covered by the taxlcab It 
overtook a sli-cyllnder touring car 
that had been moving slowly, also 
toward tho Connecticut line. Tho 
taxi-cab slackened speed and Thaw 
leaped out as the smaller machine 
drew alongside tho touring car. Tho 
door of the "latter was open and Thaw 
leaped aboard. As tho door slammed, 
tho touring car speeded away at a 
rate at least eighty miles an hour. 
The machine dashed through Storm- 
villo. N. Y., fourteen miles from tho 
asylum, without any diminution ol 
speed and, according to late reports, 
received by the ' asylum authorities, 
crossed the Connecticut, line In the 
vicinity of New Canaan, Conn. 

Dr, Ilaymond Charles Francis Kleb, 
puperlntendont of Matteawan, be- 
lieves that Thaw's escape was the 
result of a carefully planned and well 
executed conspiracy; He received in- 
formation a few hours after Thaw's 
escape that led him to believe, he 
said, that the fugitive had been car- 
ried to a Connecticut seaport town, 
where a yacht had been waiting off 
shore to take blm aboard. 

The superintendent ordered the ar- 
rest of Howard Barnum, tho asylum 
guard who was on duty at the time 
the wealthy young slayer broke away 
from the institution, to which he was 
committed on February 1, 1008, Doc- 
tor Kleb was appointed superlntend- 
ent'on June 6 of this year, succeeding 
Dr. John W. Russell. Doctor Russell 
was dismissed as the result of an al- 
leged $20,000 bribery plot for the re- 
lease of Thaw. John N. Anhut, a 
young lawyer. Is now serving a prison 
sentence for his participation in tho 
bribery conspiracy. 

Ever since Thaw was sent to Mat- 
teawan, more than five years ago. 
his mpther, Mrs. Mary. Copley Thaw 
of Pittsburgh, has spent hundreds of 
thousands of dollars In attempts to 
have him freed legally from restrain. 
As soon as Evelyn Nesblt Thaw 
heard ot her husband's escape she 
asked for protection. She' declared 
she believed her, life In danger and. 
accordingly, she was given police pro- 
tection. She la also being guarded by 
a private detective hired by Arthur 
Hammerstein. 

The theatrical escape of Harry K. 
Thaw from the State Hospital for the 
Criminal Insane at Matteawan adds 
another act to the sensational trag- 
edy th^ had its beginning In New 
York city on the night of June 25, 
lOOG. On that occasion. In company 
with his young wife. Evelyn Nesblt 
Thaw, and two friends. Thaw went 
to the Madlaon Sauaro roof garden 
to witness tho opening performance 
of a musical comedy. Near tho close 
of the performance Thaw left his seat 
and began to pace back and forth 
in the aisle behind the seats occupied 
by Stanford White, an architect of 
international farae* and his son. 

In Ihia setting Thaw drew a re- 
volver and fired three bullets Into 
Stanford White's body. The archi- 
tect died almost Instantly. Thaw was 
then arrested by a policeman. Thaw 
at the time of the tragedy was twen- 
ty-seven years 'old and 'was known as 
"the young spendthrift rallUoniilre.'*

Mexico City, Aug. 18.— President 
Wilson's message to President Huerta 
Is now In tho possession of the gov- 
ernment, which may be expected to re- 
ject It or to return some answer short- 
ly. Foreign Minister Gamboa in tho 
two conferences with John Llnd, Presi- 
dent Wilson's special representative 
in Mexico, came to the conclusion with 
the consent of President Huerta, that 
the simplest way to an end was to ac- 
cept tho document for President Huer- 
ta and his cabinet and study It 

It would appear now that as the 
message has been In tUo possession 
of tho government since Thursday 
night, and no action concerning it has 
yet been announced, there Is a good 
chance for Its acceptance. 

President Huerta gave Friday night 
what was considered to bo an in- 
timation that he would bo a can- 
didate for election to the presidency 
in the autumn. When asked as to 
his intentions, he said It was unde- 
sirable for him to make at this time 
a statement ns to tho posBlblUty of 
his candidacy, but that he might an- 
nounce his intention in a fortnight 

Washington, Aug. 18.— Tho Huerta 
government through conferences be- 
tween John Llnd, President Wilson's 
personal representative, and Foreign 
Minister Gamboa, now knows the 
viewpoint of the United Statea and Its 
desire for only a peaceful and friendly 
solution of Mexico's troubles. Tho 
formal communication will bo trans- 
mitted to representatives of foreign 
powers here Monday. 

It Is expected in diplomatic circles 
that President Huerta will formally 
announce a call for an early election, 
even setting tho date. It is regarded 
as possible that tho constltutionallata 
would participate In an election con- 
ducted by a nonpartisan commission 
of Mexicans, a plan now under dl^cus- 
slon here as an alternative that might 
be used. (

Albany. N. Y., Aug. IS.i-WUllam H. 
Sulzer'a plan to invoke the arbitrament 
of the. courts on the question whether 
he or Martin H. Glynn Is now tho law- 
ful governor ot New York was check- 
mated on Friday by the lleuteant gov- 
ernor. 

Replying to a formal proposal by tho 
impeached executive to submit the Is- 
sue to adjudication on an agreed state- 
ment of facts. Mr. Glynn declared it 
was beyond his power to "barter away 
any of the functions attaching to the 
office In which I am placed by your Im- 
peachment." "^ 

"Any attempt on my part to do bo," 
ho said, "or to stipulate a method by 
which It might bo done, would proper- 
ly place me in the position 5*ou now oc- 
cupy—that of being Impeached tor 
malfeasance In .office." 

Mr. Glynn declared further that he 
proposed to perform every function of 
the office of governor "except In so tar 
as I am restrained by your Illegal ac- 
tion or by physical force." 

Tho announcement ot the lieutenant 
governor's policy came late at night 
and followed negotlatlona between the 
respective counsel of tho two men In 
the afternoon, which It was then sup- 
posed had resulted In a virtual agree- 
ment to take the case to tho court of 
appeals. 

The letter was delivered to Mr. Sul- 
zer at tho executive mansion. 

Subsequently a horde of Irate Mur- 
phy followers suggested, through their 
spokesman, that Mr. Glynn turn out\a 
regiment of the National Guard, whidh 
Is ready, to obey his commands, and 
forcibly wrest the acepter ot govern- 
ment from Mr. Sulzer. 
Again Mr. Glynn shook his head. 
It is the purpose of Mr. SuUor's 
counsel, who contend that Indictments 
(or high treason against Tammany Boss 
Murphy nnd his lieutenants will bo 
uakcd for, to maintain before the court 
of Impeachment that Tammany Hall 
coer(Hon brought about the Impeach- 
ment of Mr. Sulzer. 

The serious condition of Mps. Sulzer 
necessitated the recall of Dr. Robert 
Abrahams from New York. No official 
bulletin was forthcoming from the ex- 
ecutive mansion concerning Mrs. Sul- 
zer, but an afternoon bulletin, dictated 
by Dr. Abrahams after he had learned 
of tho patient's, condition over tho tel- 
phone, stated that she was "still in a 
precarious condition," with a tempera- 
ture of 102 and pulse 118, 

Washington. Aug. 18.— The federal 
government soon may be confronted 
with the problem of determining 
whom It will recognize as governor of 
Now York. 

Under the Dick law, by which the 
National Guard enjoys government 
aid, requisitions for arms, ammunition, 
supplies and transportation mu^t bo 
approved by the governor. 



Former Chief PaQO of House Teitlflei 

Bofora the Lobby Inquiry 

Committee. 

Washington, Aug. 18. — A story ol 
bribery, petty and large, ot confer- 
encea with lobbyists and ot campaign 
funds raised by manufacturers, Involv- 
ing Representative James T. McDer- 
mott of Chicago, was told by L H. 
McMIchael, former chief page of tha 
house, before the house lobby Idveati* 
gating committee Friday. 

McMIchael said that Chicago mem- 
bers of the National Association of 
Manufacturers raised ?l,250 as a cam- 
paign fund for McDormott told ot 
numerous transactions between Mar- 
tin M. Mulhall and the stockyards con- 
gressman. Ho swore that McDormott 
-lolil him that ho received $7,500 for 
his efforts to have the loan shark bill 
in tho District of Columbia amended 
so that It wohld not Injure pawn- 
brokers, and told ot numerous confer- 
ences between the congroasmaQ and 
the lobbyist 

At one of those conferences, at 
which he was present, McMIchael said 
that McDormott told Mulhall he would 
need $0,000 for his campaign ex- 
penses, and that Mulhall said ho 
would try to got It for him. Shortly 
after that bo said. Mulhall brought 
to McDormott's office a list ot tho 
Chicago members ot the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers and Mc- 
Dermqtt marked who wero In his dis- 
trict. McMIchael, In the capacity ot 
McDermott'a ocnfldentlal secretary, 
then returned tho list to Mulhall and 
later gave Mulhall $7B- to go to Chi- 
cago at tho request of McDermott 
who said ho "was broke.^' - 

This was during the 1912 campaign. 
After he had been elected McDormott 
told McMIchael that Mulhall had not 
raised a cent for him and had left 
him a $300 hotel bill lo pay. 



PRESIDENT GIVES HIS VlfeWS 

Wilson Gives His Ideas on Rural Cred- 
its In Statement From White 
House. 



Washington. Aug. 14.— The follow- 
ing statement was Issued at the 
WhItefllouBe embodying tho views ot 
President Wilson on rural credits: 

"Again and again during the dla- 
cussloln of the currency bill It. has 
been urged that special provision 
should be made In it for tho facilitat- 
ing of such credits ot the farmers of 
the country who stand In need of 
agricultural credits as distinguished 
from ordinary commercial and Indus- 
trial credits. Such propqaala wero 
not adopted because such credits 
could only bo Imperfectly provided 
for In such a measure, 'the scope and 
character of the bill,, its Immediate 
and chief purpose could not be made 
to roach as far ns tho special Intei^ 
eats of tho farmer require. 



Washington, Aug. 20.— Nelson 
O'Shaughnossy, acting American am- 
bassador nt Mexico City, was given 
his passports sharply at midnight 
on Tuesday by tho Mexican govern- 
ment. ' 

Ho has sent no ofUcIal confirmation 
of the action and ultimatum of Hue^ 
ta. but from confldentlnl sources In 
Mexico City tho administration 
learned nt one o'clock In tho morn- 
ing of tho Huerta demand for recog- 
nition nnd his severanco of diplo- 
matic relations with the United States, 
aiexlco City, Aug. 20.— The United 
Statea government was given until 
irildnlght Monday by President Huer- 
ta to recognize Mexico, it Is officially 
stated. 

Tho government Is-not spcclfio In 
tho public announcement na to what 
course then will bo pursued, but It la 
understood that It means the bqvgt- 
Ing of tho relations between tho two 
countries. 

Washington, Aug. 2p.— Tho Mexl- 
can situation took a critical turn on 
Monday /and the Wilson administra- 
tion is facing the most serious com- 
plication that has yet arisen in this 
affair. 

President' Huerta ot Mexico has re- 
buffed tho administration's suggestion, 
transmitted through .' "Embassy Ad- 
viser" John Llnd. He has served no- 
tice on this government that ho will 
not listen to any suggestions of medi- 
ation, either from tho United States 
or any other foreign government and 
that ho will not permit Interference 
in any way in the Ihlemnl affairs of 
the disrupted republic of Mexico. - 
How mucli of a diplomatic disaster 
the Huerta reply indicates for tho 
United States depends upon tho 
terms In which It Is c9Uched. No 
one here will vouchsafe enough of Its 
language to disclose whether or not 
there is loft on opportunity through 
whl(;h Mr. Llnd may renew negotia- 
tions. President Wilson, It Is known, 
will go to almost any length to avoid 
actual Intervention. 

Tho next stop Is up to ua, but no 
ono hero will say whether wo will 
back down gracefully or whether wo 
will assume a firmer attitude toward' 
President Hueria. 

The blow camo aa a particularly 
heavy ono, because until Monday Mr. 
Llnd had led the .administration to 
boUevo that events at Mexico City 
wero promising of a speedy and peace- 
ful solution of the problem. Not un- 
til morning did tho dispatches indi- 
cate that President Huerta's courtesy 
to Jlr. Llnd was but a bit of Cas- 
tilian etiquette and thnt tho gloved 
hand held a club. 

Pror.ldont Wilson and Secretary of 
State Dryan spent an hour and a half 
In secret conference over tho situa- 
tion at tho \Vhlto House and John 
Bassett Moore, counselor of tho state 
department and tho only authority 
on International law in the adminis- 
tration, was called In. This fact 
nlone indicated serious trouble, for 
so far Mr. Moore has been carefully 
kept out of'tho Inner councils oxcept 
when peril was Imminent. 

None of those concerned would say 
a word about tho situation. Secre- 
tary Bryan insisted * that tho presi- 
dent waa tho only ono to speak, and 
tho latter declined to talk.

Dlvenlon of Campaign ContrlbutlonB 

for Stock Speculation U Alleged— 

Story of the Executive'* Fight 

With Tammany. 

Albany, N. Y.— William Sulzer, gov- 
cruor of N«w York, has been Impeach- 
cd by the lower houae of tlio etato log- 
iBlaturo, and will bo thed by the bcu- 
iitQ and tho circuit court of appoalB. 
sitting together as a court of Im- 
peachment. Tho article of Impeach- 
ment, which wero adopted by a vole 
of 70 to 45, charge the governor with 
perjury and larceny of cumpiUgn funds 
and with other Bllghtty less aerloua of- 
fonaes: 

An Important part ot tho charge Ib 
that Mr, Sulzer dlvortod campaign 
ContrlbutlonB to his private ubo and 
InvoBtcd them in stocks. JuBt beforo 
tho Impeachment Mrs. Sulzer made a 
statement to the effect tliat she had 
taken' part of tho campaign money and 
bought atocUB with It In Wall atreet. 
She will probabjy take tho witness 
Btand at tho trial to tell this eto'ry. 

Charges Against Sulzer 
Stripped of their legal verbiage, the 
articles of Impeachment against Gor- 

. emor Sulzer aro aa follows: 

1— That Governor Sulzer, in flUng 
his statement of campaign expenses. 
Bot forth that his entire receipts were 

^5,-(60 and his expenditures $7,724; 
that this Btatemcnt "was false and 
was Intended by him to be false;" that 
Mb list of recciptB failed to Include 
11 specific contributions, ranging in 
amount from 5100 to $2.C00. 

2 — That Governor Sulzer attached to 
his statement of -campaign expenses 
an affidavit declaring that tho Btatc- 
ment was "a full and detailed staled 
ment of all moneys received or con- 
tributed or expended by him directly 
or Indlrectlf." Thatthls affidavit "was

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false and was corruptly made by him," 
and that he was "guilty of willful and 
corrupt perjury." 

3— That Governor Sulzery'wao guilty 
of mal and corrupt conduct In his of- 
fice as governor and was guilty of 
bribing witnesses." The specific charge 
la that while the Fra^yley committee 
■wttB Investigating the gov em or' a cam- 
paign accounts he "fraudulently In- 
duced" three witnesses (his campaign 
manager, a personal friend, and a 
Btock broker) "to withhold their teatl- 
mony from said committee." 

4— That tho governor was guilty' of 
"Bupprosalng evidence" In violation of 
the state penal law. The specific charge 
ts that he "practiced deceit and fraud 
and. used threats and menaces with 
intent to prevent the Frawley commit- 
tee from procuring tho attendance and 
testimony of certain witnesses." 

C— That the governor was guilty of 
"preventing and dissuading a wltneBS 
from attendtng under a Bubpoena"the 
fiesslons of the Frawley committee: 
Tho witness referred to Is Frederick L. 
Ct)lwell. alleged to have acted pa Sul- 
zer's agent In certain stock transat- 

tlons. ' ;, 

'C That prior to his election the 

governor approprloted campaign con- 
tributions to hiB own use,' "and used, 
tho same, or a large, port thereof. In 
flpeculating In stocks . . s and 
thereby stole such checks and was 
guilty of larceny.'" 

7 That Governor SGIzot/ promised 

and threatened 'to use th& authority 
and Influence of hie ofllco.for tho pur- 
pose of affecting the vote or political 
action of certain public offlcers, Includ- 
Ing two naaemblymen. 

8— That he "corruptly used hia 
authority as • governor to affect the 
prices of Bocuritles on. the New York 
Btpck exchange, In;Bome of whlchhe 
was Bpeculatlng.",

tho "People's House." as Governor Sul- 
zer asserted himself In an Interview. 

Sulzer may have told the truth when, 
ho ^said his llfo waa In danger. _ Ho 
declared, after his break with tam- 
many Hall, that he had employed 
guards to protect him against poasibltf 
assasBlnation. Attack after attack, 
mostly traceable to political enemiea, 
waa made on Sulzer. He was o:ccuBed 
of perjury, the alleged offense having 
been committed, according to his ac- 
cuser. In 1890V, That accusation didn't 
Bocni to have\uch effect In tho way 
of rulnfng Sulzer, so suit was filed in 
Philadelphia by a young woman 
of tlie namo of Mlgnon (Polly) 
Hopkins, charging Sulzer .- with 
breach of- promlBC. This action, 
Sulzer said also, was a move on tho 
part of his political enomiea. Miss 
Hopkins asked $30,000 damages for her" 
wounded heart. Sulzer admitted hav- 
ing known MIbb Hopkins some years 
ago, but denied that ho had ever pro- 
poaod marriage to her. • 

Row Over Direct Primaries. 
When Sulzer promised ren| direct 
primaries to the people of New York, 
he evidently meant what he said. 
When ho wont into office he made It 
his busincas to start leglBlatton for di- 
rect primaries on Itfl way. ^ He dis- 
covered, however, that ho and his po- 
litical aasoclotCB had very different 
ideas ot the kind of direct prlmariea 
New York wanted. A bill was Intro- 
duced at the Instigation of Sulzer, but 
beforo It was voted upon another dl- 
i-ect primary bill, which Sulzer char- 
acterized a "fraud upon the people," 
was Introduced in both branches of the 
legislature and passed. Governor Sul- 
zer vetoed it, and then called upon 
the legislatora to pass hie bill. The 
asBombly and then the Bcnate killed 
tlie Sulzer bill, amid ficenes such aa 
the Bcnato and assembly chambers had 
never before aeon. There were shouts 
of rage and shakings of fists in the di- 
rection of tho capltol. There were 
cheers and shouts when It was an- 
nounced that the bills had been killed. 
Sulzer then started a campaign to 
obtain dlrect/^prlmarles. He ei^isted 
many well "known men jn his cauoe, 
and called the legislature In extraor,- 
dinary eesslbn. It had then become a 
case of open warfare. 

His Campaign Fund Invcitlgated. 
The governor instigated Investiga- 
tions of several state departments, and 
then Tammany retaliated in kind with 
an investigation of Sulzer's campaign 
fund by a legislative committee. Sen- 
ator Frawley, a Tammany chieftain, 
vras the chairman of tho committee 
and U commenced its sltUnga In Al- 
bany/ It was Intimated that Sulzer 
bad received checks for his campaign 
fund which he had not listed In ^Is 
sworn 8tatbment,-a misdemeanor un- 
der the laws of New York state. Two 
checks were Introduced Into the evi- 
dence. One was for J2.500 from Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., the bankera, and endorsed 
VMr. Schlff'a contribution to tho Sul- 
zer campaign." The other check was 
for $500 and waa signed by Abram I. 
ElkuB, a prominent New York city law- 
yer. It was alleged by the Frawley 
commltteb that neither of these checlw 
appeared In Qulzer's campaign list. 

At a later BesBlon of the Frawley. 
committee, hold In Now York, It de- 
veloped that Sulzer had owed the stock 
brokerage firm of Harris & Fuller |48,- 
B99.38 on January 1, 1912, when Sul- 
zer was In congress; According to 
testimony and evidence offered. Sulzer 
had been a' steady loser In the stock 
market- The brokers to.whom'he owed 
money dunned him for payment, ac- 
cording to the testimony, and Sulzer 
waa finally rescued by .his business 
partner, ex-Governor A. E. Sprlggs, of 
Montana, who paid $5,000, and loula 
a:. Josephthal of New York, who, on 
July 19 last, paid $26,749.21-., 

It also developed before, the com- 
mittee that Sulzer had traded, with 
Boyer, Grlswold &. Co. Chorles H. 
HeynoldB, formerly cashier for the 
firm, testified that on October 16 last, 
Frederick U Col well, whom he^under- 
stood to be an agent for Sulzer, had 
bought 200 shares of Ulg Four for $12.- 
025. Tho stock was paid for. the same 
day with eight bhecks and $7,126 In 
caah. One check given In payment for 
the stock waa a campaign contribution. 
The Frawley committee alleged : that 
the seven other checks were also cam- 
paign- contributions, and asserted that 
thiB would bo proved.

Ruler Excep* Czar of Russia — 

Wears ^itartling Vesta. 



London.— Tbo king of Spain Is the 
most elaborately attired monarch In 
Europe. 

' It is doubtful if the >;oulhrul mon- 
arch has ever been seen more than 
half a dozen times in the same suIU 
and it is cwrtaln that there are many 
suits in which ho has been seen but 
once or twice. 

When to takes a fancy to a partlcu- 
lar tweed or cloth he will often order 
a dozen suits from it straightway and 
wear each but two or three times. If 
ho tires of tho materlalbefore he has 
worn tho whole dozen he will have 
tho lo£ put out of the royal wardrobe. 
It would bo difficult to say. how many 
suits of clothes tho king of Spain or- 
derfi in the year. 

The number greatly varies. Some- 
tlraefl King Alfonso will order as 
many as a couple of dozen suits at a 
tijne, while at other limes he w:lU glve- 
his tailor, or rather one of themi for 
he patronizca several, an order for b^t 
one or two suits. 

Tho l^lng of Spain keepB''from 100 
to 150 suits in the royal wardrobes 
and buys on an average of 100 .suits 
a year. 

Hla majesty's bill to hla tailor alone 
averages $5,000 a year. 'of which sum 



cess Ena he had In his 'wardrobe eomo 
■waistcoats of. rather more remarkable' 
pattern than waa possible even for a 
monarch to wear, In England nt all 
events, without being thought to vio- 
late good taste. 

Clearly a liint had to be given to the 
young monarch on the matter, and his 
royal host, the late King Edward, with 
characteristic <tact, thought of the best 
way of doing this without offending 
the royal gueat The Princess Ena was 
Instructed to say something on tho 
subject to King Alfonso, and there- 
after hia majesty was never seen in a 
fancy waistcoat except of the most 
correct pattern accoi;dlng to English 
notions. 

The Wng of Spain, like all very well 
dresBcd men. Is extremely particular 
about having ties that harmonize cor- 
rectly with his clothes. He purchases 
about 100 ties In the year, which coet 
him from $5, to $10 each, and buys 
most of them In Paris. 

On shirts the Spanish monarch 
spends about the same as he does on 
ties. 

His polo Bhlrts cost him $15 apiece 
and are made of the finest silk, and 
ho puts a dozen of them out of the 
royal wardrobe every season. 

King Alfonso changes his collar and 
ahlrt three times a day. and rarely 
-wears a shirt that has been laundered 
more than three or four times.

When Bhe grew calm enough to 
tell her Btory it was evident tbAt 
Monjo gave his life to save hers. 

The two had waded out iDto the 
river hand-ln-handJ Apparently they 
had stepped unexpectedly into a deep 
hole or off a lodge of ground.

An hour after the electrical ma. 
chlno, was set In operation the awed 
spectators started back In astonish- 
ment. There were Blgns of returning 
life. First, came a scarcely pcrceptlblo 
movement of tho heart Then slowly 
that organ I'esumed its functions and 
respiration was restored. . 

For two hours tho heart beat regu- 
larly and reaplratlon continued. The 
young wife hung pver her husbind 
praying that he might be restored to 
her and waiting for the return of con- 
Bclouaness. But conscIouBnesa did not 
return and suddenly both respiration 
and heart stopped and could not be 
re-started. 

Dr. Wynkoop said he was greatly 
grieved his efforts had failed. It was 
the first time, ho said, hia treatment 
had been applied to a human being. 
He had been experimenting with, ani- 
mals some time and had revived many 
after death, as ordinarily understood, 
had taken place. He believed that 
had It been possible for him to begin 
earlier he would have eaved ^Monjo's 
life. • He explained that he turned tho 
current on twenty times to the min- 
ute. ■ I

Gradual Increase In Breaking of Law 

Among Younger Males Also Shown 

by Statistics. 

New York.— That married men are 
better than singla ones is tho most 
remarkable feature ot a report ot an 
Investigation made by tho district at- 
torney's ofllce which has just been 
made public. Out of tho 2,857 men 
convicted last year only 784 were 
married, aa compared to 2.0C8 who 
were unmarried. The ono startling 
exception Is in tho case of eulclde. 
the report showing that among men 
who attempt to take their own Uvea 
the married outnumber the single 
three to one. 

A comparison for the last nine years' 
glvea 7,670 convictions ot married m?n 
for all sorts of crimes and 18,406 con- 
victions ot unmarried men. The re- 
port indicates that there Is a gradual 
increase In crime among young men, 
the malt criminals under the ago 
of thirty yeara having increased / In 
number from 1.700 in 1904 to 2,200 In 
1912. During the last year many of- 
fenders were between the yeara ot fif- 
teen and twenty. 

ABsault charges now show 40 un- 
der twenty years and, G4 from twenty 
to thirty yeara; thlrd-dogroo bur- 
glary.

HE position of general man- 
ager of the biggest railroad In 
tho country, or tho biggest 
manufacturing plant, or tho 
biggest mercantile establish- 
ment, would alnk Into Insignif- 
icance when. compared to any 
of a score of positions In tho 
government service at Wash- 
ington that have just been filled by 
the new administration. These big 
jobs, nearly everj' one of which haa to 
do with the well-being of millions of 
tho people and carries with It greater 
responsibility than all civil life can 
parallel, pay, on the average. $5,000 a' 
year. Quite naturally a five-thousand- 
dollar man Is not big enough for such 
a Job. So tho appointive power 
throws out the dragnet for men big 
enough for tho given task who pjace 
public Bor\*lce above profit, or who 
regard the distinction of a federal of- 
fice as compensation, or who are men 
of parts despite ^ho fact that they may 
not havo yet gained such financial 
standing ns to make; a hundred dol- 
lars a week look unattractive. Have 
a look at some of, these Jobs, says W. 
A. DuPuy. In the^Phlladclphla Record. 
Indian CommleBloncr, 
Take, for Instance, the commission- 
er of Indian affairs. 'That olficlnl Is in 
reality tho administrator of a groat 
estate. This estate Is valued at $000.. 
000,000. It Is the biggest estate in 
the world. There are 300.000 heirs 
to it. They are mostly, in-^the eyes of 
tho law. minor heirs nnd the estate 
must be managed for them, their 
moneys must be collected, must be ta- 
ken care of, must bo distributed. Not 
only this, but each of the Individuals 
in the 300,000 must be carefully look- 
ed after. He must bo kept healthy. 
He must be given the advantages of 
schooling. He must be led toward self- 
Bupportlng manhood. He must be 
given the rights of manhood whenever 
he proves himself fit. ' 

The man who Is reaponslble for the 
administration of ao huge an estate 
should be a man of unimpeachable 
character snd of many parts. It fell to 
Secretaty Lane .of the department of 
the Interior, to find such ^ man. He 
dragged the country for the Individual 
of just the right qualincations and ex- 
perience. Finally ho settled upon Cato 
Sells of Cleburne, Texas, for the post. 
Mr. Sells was not a candidate for the 
post, but waa appointed only after 
special agents of the department had 
looked into every step In^hiff career 
with the idea of determining whether 
or not he was the right aort of man 
to handle one of the most trying posts 
In the government service. 

Chief Patronage Dispenser. 
Over In the postofllce department Is 
a man who Is In the very midst of 
appointing 02,000 postmasters. In ad- 
dition to this he Is the chief of staff of 
an, army of 66,000 clerks and letter 
carriers. In addition to this ho is. the 
superintendent of 60.000 poBtoffices 
and has the control of the policies 
that govern them. And still In addi- 
tion to this he has direct charge of the 
development Of the parcpl post, which 
Is attempting to carry packages for a 
hundred million people. Altogether 
no mean Job. 

This man Is Daniel C. Roper, first 
assistant postmaster general. 

The sixty-two thousand poBtmasters 
who are appointed from Washington 
actually receive thfeir commlBslons 
from the president or the postmaster 
general. First Aaslslant Roper Is. 
however, the man who handles all the 
detail that leads up to those appoint- 
ments. That army of city letter car- 
riers, which has Increased from 10,000. 
twenty years ago to 30.000 at the pres- 
ent date, Is Immediately under his 
care, and every rule and regulation 
for Its control originates In hla office. 
The same la true of tho 36,000 clerks, 
of the 62,000 postmasters and various 
other odds and ends that go to make 
up the 150,000 people who are under 
the command of the postmaster gen- 
eral. ThlB first asBlatant Is to the 
postmaster general very nearly what 
the chief bf staff, of the army Is. to the 
aecretary of war. Diut he has a big- 
ger force to deal with, scattered over 
vastly more territory and performing 
a Bervlce of Infinitely greater detail,' 
Rural Organization. 
In the department of agriculture a 
brand new Job has JuBt come into be- 
ing and a brand new ban has been 
appointed to fl)l It. This Job is one of 
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considerable proportions In that It 
as its object no' less h thing than an 
Improvement of tho conditions under 
which dwell all those people of tho 
farms who furnish the food supply 
for themselves and the 60 per cent 
who d.well In the cities as well. 

This new activity In tho department 
of agriculture la known ns tho rural 
organization service. It has as Its di- 
rectors Dr. T*. N: Carver, profeseor of 
economics at -Harvard. Dr. Carver Is 
the nation's recognized best authority 
upon the subject of rural economics. 
He haa written a number of books 
upon this subject which are regarded 
as standard. Ho takes up his pre.scnt 
work upon an Indefinite leave of ab- 
scnco from Harvard. 

The rural organization' scnlce Is 
largely financed through' tlie national 
education board, endowed by John D. 
Rockefeller. The department of ag- 
riculture hafe co-operated with this 
board for a number of years in faruj 
demonstration work In the south and 
is highly pleased with the practical re- 
sults obtained. 
^^^ Uncle Sam's Real Estate Office. 

This Is a new commissioner of the 
general land ofilce, who le a man who 
has 683.000,000 acres of land for sale. 
Sales of land are now running on pret- 
ty smoothly nnd amount to about $10.- 
000,000 a year. There have been hot- 
ter years and there havo been worse. 
There was the banner year of the 
Bales through this ofilce. away back in 
1836, when the land-hungry . Angltf- 
Saxot^s had reached' that choice tier of 
Btates including Michigan, Illinois, In- 
diana, MlBslsslppI and Alabama, and 
were buying fast. 

But today there are good lands for 
sale throughout the west There are 
gold lands and coal lands and oil lands 
and farming lands. Alaska has a 
wealth of valuable real estate, but 
even Arkansas, Kansas, ^Missouri. 
Michigan and Florida, in the east, still 
have federal lands for sale, and they 
are selllpg. 

The new mati who has Just taken 
charge of thl? monster real estate 
bustnesB Is Clay Tallman, a young 
lawyer from Nevada, In the far west, 
where the chief activity of the people 
Is land-booming, In this ofilce there 
are 500 employes In Washington. 
There are 125 branch offices In as 
many localities, and these and the field 
force are responsible for an additional 
1,000 men. 

Mr. Tallman la not yet forty years 
of age. He gre\v up In Michigan, was 
educated at the 'atate university and 
went to' Nevada when he was ready 
for practice. A term In the state sen- 
ate, an unsuccessful but closely con- 
tested candidacy for representative to 
congress, and other political stepping- 
stones, led to his appointment to one 
of the big poBta In the^federal execu- 
tive aorvico, , ■ 

An Executive Hero. 
Rear Admiral Victor Blue, under ap- 
pointment by the new secretary of the 
navy, Bits at the head, of the premier 
branch of -the navy department — the 
bureau of navigation. Some months 
ago thla young naval officer held tho 
raiik of commander and was In service 
on the Pacific, being chief of staff of 
the Pacific fleet. Then he was called 
to Washington for flervlce on the gen- 
eral board, and before long ho found 
himself the head of tha^ bureau which 
has offices immediately adjoining the 
aecretary with the rank of rear admir- 
al and authority to officiate as acting 
secretary when Mr. Daniels and Mr. 
Roosevelt are out of Washington. 

The bureiiu of navigation has noth' 
Ing to do with navigation but fevery- 
thlng to do with the personnel of the 
navy. U la; again, the human branch 
at the given aervlce.* Every lad who 
Is recruited into the service enlists 
through thla bureau.' All 'the training 
Bchoola that work toward making hlra 



a first-class man-o'-warsman are under 
the burctui of navigation. Even tho 
navo! i.cademy at Annapolis finds lis 
authority here. Everj' captain am- 
bitious to get command of a aquadron 
must look to this bureau fo^ promo- , 
lion. Tlie enlisted man who overstays • 
hla leave, the lieutenant who haa fall- 
pn a victim of the plucking, board, tho 
stout commander who has-been too 
long on shore duty— each nnd all muat 
take their cases to this bureau. 
Ruler of 9,000,000 People. 
Over in tho sister branch of the mili- 
tary 8cr\-ice sits another man who haa 
a very human work to perform in that 
he Is the virtual ruler of 9.000,000 
people. This individual ia Brigadier 
aencral Frank Mclntyre, chief of tho 
bureau of insular affairs, and there- 
fore charged with the active control 
of all matters pertaining to the gov- 
ernment of the peoples of the Philip- 
pines and Porto Rico. 

General Mclntyre Is not aa new to 
hla task as some of the men herein 
mentioned, as he came to It through 
many campaigns In the Philippines 
and by work In the bureau under Gen- 
eral Edwards, Its former chief.. Hla 
task la an Immense one, aa the. bu- 
reau of insular affairs la attempting 
for one thing to perform the miracle 
or molding Into one homogeneous ^ 
whole the 50 chaotic tribes, Bpeaklng 
ns many dialects, holding to many re- 
ligions, harboring many anlmoslUes 
and unenlightened as to civilized liv- 
ing, who go to make up the populai- 
tlon of the Philippines. 

The Gold Guardian, y, 
John Burke, three Umos governor 
or the great stale of North Dakota. 
Is the guardian of tho greatest aggre- 
gation of actuol money that has ever 
been gotten together In the history of 
tho worid. H(? Is tho new .treasurer 
of tho United States, and this govern- 
ment la the poBse'Bsor of more wealth 
than any other Institution since Adam. 
Tho other day he signed a receipt for 
$1,420,422,051,48 2-3. Nobody can think 
of a billion and a half of actual money 
and comprehend what the amount ac- 
tually means. But that Is the amount 
In actual money In the treasury at 
Washington that tho retiring treas- 
urer of tho United States turned over ^ 
to Troasurer Burke and for which he 
Is responsible. , .

Thtrty-two distinct forma of prehis- 
toric animalawcro found, and when 
tho boncB hro cleaned up and looked 
Into closer tho number may run up 
I to moro than 40. There aro In all 
about 17 flkulla, and ten forma aro 
represented by good akuUs. 

In tho Qnd ono of tho most Impor- 
tant yet made la tho followlns*. Tho 
mastodon, which lived In about the 
inldpIolBtoceno period, estimated at 
150,000 yeoTB or more ago. An extinct 



reapcctfi to the borBO of tho preacnt 
day, but of which there waa Uvlug 
at that tlmo at least 14 distinct apo- 
clos. Tho tapir, now to bo found no 
farther north than Central and South 
America. 

An extinct peccary, a hogUko ani- 
mal of moro tlmn twice the bIzo now 
found In Central America. Boars, two 
small ones, about tho size of tho com- 
mon black bear, but of extinct spccloa, 
and one largo ono about tho bIzo of a 
grizzly bear. •

On neariy ovory farm poultry a to 
be found. From, tlmo Immemorial tho 
farmer haa kept a fiock of fowls be- 
Bldea his other live stock. Frequently 
tho farmora look upon their poultry 
as a ueceaaary ovil. Too often tho 
fnwla aro allowed to shift for them- 
BOlvoa. Any old ahed turnlahea a 
rooatlng place and tho-fowla are apt 
to bo mongrels or nondescript of every 
variety. Tho object In keeping tho 
fowls aro mainly tho eggs for cok- 
ing purposes and occasionally a 
drcaaed fowl for tho table. 

Uaualy on. every farm, however, 
there is flomo one who is Interested 
in fowls or:at least dealrous of tho 
pocket money, which poultry wU I so- 
cure. Some times It Is the farmers 
boy, or moro rarely tho daughter who 
takes particular Interest In the farm 
fowls. Oft tlmea In these days tho 
farmer's wife adds to her many duties 
-the caro of the chickens. 

The Interested poultr>-man or poul- 
trywomnn on, tho farm soon flnds that 
the mongrel fowls, while ^'f «"";fd 
to shift for themselves and to sur- 
vivo under tho common conditions ot 
their environment do not ylold a aat- 
Isfactory profit for tho amount of feed 
and care bestowed upon them. 

It ban been demonatrated again and 
again that mongrel fowls cannot com- 
pete in egg production with a pure 
strain of fowla, which haa been bred 
for generations with the single pur- 
poao ot making them great egg pro- 

Tn "ho second place to get the best 
returns tho farm flock must he kept 
much more carefuUy. By keeping 
fowls In a comfortable winter houso 
ecKa in abundance may be obtained 
w-hen market price la highest. By 
keeping tho birds clean, disease and 
conaequent loaaes wUl be avoided.
